The series of hills

Decatur has been built, and which 
stretches fu rth e r north and to the 
south, is the divide 
between

Clear Fork of the Trinity river and 
Denton creek, and is the crest of the 
n a tu r a l drainage system for North 
Texas. 
Wisely did the builders of Deca­ 
t u r put their first rudely construct­ 
ed houses on hills. 
When Decatur 
was established it was 
a 
pioneer 
country, and the first settlers fought 
the last of the Indians as well a> 
white outlaws. 
The pioneers used 
the hills, valleys and ravines to their 
advantage in defense against, the de­ 
predations of nomadic tribes which 
inhabited North Texas, and who had 
earlier harrassed the little tort ou 
the banks of the Trinity which bore 
the nam e of General 
Worth, 
the 
Mexican war hero. 
The process of time vindicated the 
choice of the hill country for the»lo- 
cation of the town because it proved 
a healthy place of habitation 
Federal statistics have shown De- 
catui to be the healthiest town in 
the United States. 
The four ravines, 
dividing the town into a man} s e c ­ 
tions, originally a natural defense 
are now a drainage system which 
carries water from tilts high tow ti 
to nearby creeks a s fast as it falls.
